We hnvo bee» bniulerl (he tollowing 
Article front tho Miners Magazine, 
the ottlnlnl organ 
of the Western 
Federation of Minóte, of March III, 
It In it portion nt h cominmunlcutlon 
written hy Robert Knndell, tin agent 
of the Federation, who is employed 
in 
visiting the 
various locals of 
California. The writer wits in Jacn- 
son n few weeks ago, and his strictures 
are based upon tho condition of 
alfairs which he found existing in 
union circles here. 
Wo do not, be­ 
lieve the minors of Amador county 
are different, from the iniuers in any 
other camp. 
it probably is true, 
that the members lag behind in their 
duos, and manifest an interest in 
being reinstated on tho eve ot de­ 
parture from this county. 
Hut, that 
is merely saying th a t they are govern­ 
ed by self-interest, which is the groat 
controiing force everywhere. 
They 
will join a union when it is clear that 
tboy will be benefitfed by so doing, 
they will become indifterout when­ 
ever they realize that it matters little 
whether they belong or not. 
The 
traveling delegate talks as ho does 
from self-interest. 
The minors of 
Amador county are uot deserving oi 
this abuse: 
The articlo so far as it conoerns 
Amador county roads as follows: 
“ And while 1 am at it,Mr Editor, I 
desire to say a few words about some 
alleged union men 
that are being 
freshly hatched in Amador cotuity, 
California—the “ land 
of sunshine 
and flowers, pretty girls and long 
hours,’’ if 1 may bo allowed to drop 
iuto a poetical mood. 
The Western Federation of MinerE 
has reduced from one to three hours 
the dally labor of every minor in the 
state of California, yet it is a re­ 
grettable 1'act tbat most of tbo miners 
in this county begrudge paying duos 
to maintain the organization that 
has been of such signal benefit to 
them. 
The only timo m any of the miuoi's 
in Amador county take any interest 
in the organization is a few days be­ 
fore they leave for a union camp. 
I'hey have Jived here for years, but 
have never seen 
and realized the 
necessity of joiuiDg a labor organi­ 
zation to better their conditions. 
They say that labor organizations are 
no good, that oue is uot needed here, 
as tho bosses are good fellows. 
When they become tired ot working 
iu Amador county nine hours for 
82.25, 82.50, 82.75 and 83, if they are 
lucky, they Iuok for some new place 
whoro condition aro hotter, and they 
invariably hunt up the organized 
camps. 
They seok tho organized camps be­ 
cause they know th a t tho hours and 
wages are bettor than in the unorgan­ 
ized camps. 
Tho liars who will toll 
you that tho W. F. of M. is no good, 
that labor organizations do not better 
conditions, to prove themselves liars 
will always go to orgauizud camps 
like Hut.te, Tonopah or liiair to take 
advautago of conditions other ltieu 
have fought for, struggled tor, and 
by self-sacrilice established aud maiu- 
tained. 
loo cowardly, craven aud servile to 
light to better tbuir own eouditious, 
they wait until olhei men have made 
conditions good uud then rush to take 
advantage of those conditions. 
And they get a card beloro leaving. 
A caul generally with one lonesome 
stump upon it. A ud away they hike, 
thinking that, the little hook with 
the one lonesome 
stamp upon it 
makes them good union men, aud 
expect real 
union 
men 
in other 
cutups to extend to them the glut! 
“ m itt." 
No great mistako will be made by 
putting down m en from Amador 
county, California, with one stumps 
upon their cuids, as lying hypocrites 
and a detriment to the unfortunate 
local that accepts their cards.

Saloons Closed Election D ay. 
All sniooiiH iu Jackson weie closed 
during the hours of keeping open the 
polls insr, Monday—that is from (> in 
tho m orning until (i in the evening. 
3'his is the first time that such n 
clodng lias 
boon known. it is r e ­ 
ported that 
some of the saloon men 
were notified that they would be r e ­ 
quired to close, but. uot all. 
Of 
oour.-ie, persons are supposed to know 
the law; ignorance is no excuse. Hut 
osniuch as notifications were given, it 
would hnvo 
been nothing more than 
right 
that 
ail should 
have been 
notified. 
To make exceptions did 
not look well. 
The closiug of tho 
saloons 
was in accordance with a 
section of the codes approved M arch 
21, 1005, which went into ettect sixty 
days after approval. 
It was in force 
at the time of the last municipal 
election, and also the general elec­ 
tion, b u t was uot enforced. 
It reads 
as follows: 
Every person keeping 
a public 
house, 
saloon, or drinking place, 
whether licensed or unlicensed, who 
sells, gives away, or furnishes spirit- 
ous or malt liquors, wiue, or any 
other intoxicant, on any part of any 
day set apart for any general or 
special election, iu any election dis 
trict or precinct in any couuty of the 
state where an election is iu progress, 
during tho hours wbon hy law the 
polls nro requited to be kept open, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
(New sec­ 
tion approved March 21. 1905; iu oifect 
in sixty days.) 


No Railroad Extension at Present. 
We learn from those who are on the 
inside, that there is no immediate 
prospect of the extension of the I. 
arid E. railroad to the timber 'belt. 
The talk tbat was indulged iu at one 
time on this proposition has sub 
sided, Probably the changed tone is 
due in a measure at least to the 
liunucial stringency. It is very hnrd 
to linunce any railroad scheme just 
now. Those behind the movement are 
just as confident as ever that th e ex­ 
tension 
would prove a profitable 
undertaking, but conditions are at 
present unfavorable to push such a 
scheme. 
Mining Students. 
The seuior students of mining from 
the university of California arrived 
iu Jacksou'Saturdav, on their annual 
geological trip. 
They consisted of 
25 students under the direction of 
Professor Lawson. 
They visited the 
mother lode region from Jamestown 
to Jackson, aud took in Copperopolis. 
It is said they tramped 75 miles d u r ­ 
ing tho tour. Jackson was the end of 
their m ining trip aud they departed 
early this week to return to the uni 
vorsity. 
Another party of the same 
num ber visited the mines of Nevada 
City nnd Crass Valley. These trips 
are takeu to give tbo students a 
practical knowledge of mines and 
geology. 


Gravel on Main Street. 
The city authorities have completed 
spreading u coating of rock and 
gravel over Main street clear from the 
north fork bridge to the National 
hotel. 
The north portion ot this 
stretch lias been done with rock from 
the Kennedy dump. 
For a couple of 
hundred feet from the National hotel 
tho material used is a coarse gravel 
from beyond Jackson Cate. 
This 
treatm ent of the business street has 
given birth to a lot of comment. 
Ct 
course, the thoory of tho road makers 
is that it will pack bard,, uud form a 
solid coating, which will stand the 
heaviest traille. On the other band 
many beliovo that it will ho of little 
use; th a t it will quickly grind up 
into m u d or dust, aud especially the 
stoop grade iu front ot the National 
hotel. 
Time alone will solve tho 
problem.

Superintendent (Jreenbalgh has Bent 
the following notice to all school 
cep -is

county, touching an hitherto debate- 
able point whether certain children 
located beyond the county should be 
listed in the census: 
Office of Superintendent of Schools, 
Am ador Couuty, 
Jackson, Cal., April 10, 1908. 
To the Census Marshals. 
Ladies aud Ueutlemeu: As many 
questions hnve been asked relative 
to taking the cousus, the most vital 
oue has neon submitted to the State 
Superintendent, aud for the benefit of 
the schools, 1 am sending it out. 
The question raised is whether the 
fact of a patent’s residence within a 
school district, gives to the Census 
Marsbul the right to include in the 
school cousus the children of such 
parent who may be living iu a foreign 
laud, or any other place outside of 
tho district. 
The Superintendent's answer is as 
follows: 
“ The rosidonce of tho parent is the 
re ideuoe of the m inor children, 
it 
the parents of a child have t.boir 
home iu oue of your districts, and 
reside there, 1 think their children 
should Ito listed in the census of that 
di.-triot, eveu though such children 
may he in Europe, or any other 
place."

MINING NOTES. 


H azard.—This mine is situated be­ 
tween the Hunker Hill and th e Fre­ 
mont, both of which claims have 
been on a dividend paying business. 
For over a year its development has 
been iu progress under the m anage­ 
ment of L. K. Poundstouo. T he pro­ 
perty belongs to tho Hayward aud 
Hobart estate. 
The devolobpmeuts 
so far havo been very encouraging, 
and there is every confidence ex­ 
pressed by those concerned th a t the 
operations will result iu the opening 
up ot another paying property in this 
section of the maiu belt. 
K ennedy.—At this mine they are 
actively’ preparing for the erection ot 
the new cement office building near 
tho oast shaft. 
Tho gravel is being 
hauled onto the ground, a carload of 
cement is en route, aud tho lumber 
for the cribbing has been purchased. 
The actual work of ¡building will be 
commenced iu a few days. 
The 
underground developments iu face of 
this permanent improvement, may be 
taken as very flattering. The drift in 
the lowest level now iu process of de­ 
velopment below 3000 feet, is being 
pushed ahead as rapidly as possible. 
It has not reached the ledge yet, aud 
is uot expected to tap it until some­ 
thing like 200 feet more has been 
driven. 
The new tailing plant at the Zeiia— 
tho merry-go-rouud, as it is pop ular­ 
ly culled, is pronounced after a full 
mouths' experience, to he a decided 
improvement over tho old canvas 
plant, it saves more sulphurets and 
with lees cost of labor, than the sys- 
toui discarded. Mr Earley, one of 
the proprietors, informs us th a t it 
requires only oue man to attend to 
it. A t Urst each man worked twelve 
hours, requiring only two m e n ; but 
this was too much not on account of 
the hard work, hut the long hours; 
so three men working eight hour 
shifts are employed, and with this 
arranguieut tho wage saving is equal 
to 875 per mouth. Resides this tho 
am ount of sulphurets cleaned up by 
the new process is materially increas­ 
ed. T h e iuventiou seems to be one of 
decided merit, aud should net those 
holding tho patent a handsome sum 
when 
its 
merits 
become 
widely 
known.

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IM M U N IT Y FOR 
S T A T E E V ID E N C E . 


Harry Orchard, the confessed instrument in the murder 
of ex-governor Stunenberg of Idaho, is under sentence of 
death for that crime on his own plea of guilty. 
H e stoutly 
refuses to ask for a commutation of his sentence. 
In this as­ 
pect of the case the question is being debated whether his life 
should be forfeited. 
He gave a straitforvvard story of his 
many crimes as the avenging spirit of the western federation 
at the trials of Haywood and M oyer as the star w itness of the 
prosecution to connect those officials with the assassination 
conspiracy. 
W hile his testimony was to the point, and left 
the impress of truth, it was not sufficiently corroborated by 
other witnesses to warrant a ju ry in bringing in a verdict of 
guilty. 
Shall the man who revealed the hideous tale— cold­ 
blooded villain as he unquestionably is—surrender his life 
as the only victim of offended law. 
It would suit the views 
of many if such were the outcome. 
They argue that if Or­ 
chard’s story is true, he ought to die as a murderer; if his 
story is not true, he richly deserves death for trying to 
swear away the lives of others. 
W e cannot accept this doc­ 
trine in its entirety. 
The Orchard case has brought into 
strong relief the necessity of a general law governing the 
testimony of accomplices. 
It is repugnant to one’s sense 
of right that after accepting the evidence of an accomplice in 
the effort to convict the arch plotters of a great crime— in 
most cases ineffectually—to turn round and punish the man 
who assisted the prosecution with the material testim ony. In 
some countries the evidence of an accomplice against his 
partners is alw ays on the understanding that the witness for 
the prosecution shall be exempt from punishment. 
It is the 
ipvariable rule, regardless of how the trials of the other 
offenders m ight turn out. 
T his obviates the perplexing sit­ 
uation that frequently arise here, where no settled principle 
prevails. 
Orchard had made a business of murder; on 
general principles he is deserving of capital punishm ent; as 
a matter of fact, he asks for no clem ency. 
Still to exact his 
life would seem 
more like 
vengeance than justice, and 
would weaken rather than deepen the respect for law. 
The 
case of Ruef is another example. 
Here a written contract of 
immunity was entered into with the muclily-indicted defen­ 
dant in consideration of testim ony to be given against the 
“higher-ups.” 
H e was really the “highest-up” of the boodl- 
ing gang, and the proffer of im m unity to him and his super­ 
visor tools was a misfit of the rankest kind.

pledged the honor of the people in this way, the contract 
should be sacredly carried out. 
It is not for officials to lower 
the dignity by chicanery and double-dealing. 
Maybe the 
fast-aud-loose methods in the graft cases will lead to placing 


the imm unity business in relation to accomplices on a more 
satisfactory basis. 


Efforts to force the nomination of Roosevelt have not been 
abandoned, notwithstanding his repeated declaration that un­ 
der no circumstances would he consent to be a candidate for 
reelection. 
T h e language is broad enough to cover any 
possible contingency, even to the stampeding of the conven­ 
tion to him in the event of a deadlock among the other candi­ 
dates. 
Some politician begin to think this is preferable to 
the nomination of Taft by the sheer strength of the adminis- 
tion cohorts. 
Personally Taft is fitted in every way for presi­ 
dent. 
A feeling 
is abroad am ong the stalwarts of the 
party that his strength before the convention m ight prove 
his weakness before the people. 
W e take no stock in the 
cry that is being industriously circulated that California re­ 
publicans are alm ost a unit for the nomination of Taft. 
Nor 
do we believe that they favor the forcing of Roosevelt upon 
the convention, either in accordance with or agaiust his 
wishes. 
There is more friction in the party ranks at present 
than there has been on the threshold of a presidential cam­ 
paign for many years. 
The country is in a disturbed con­ 
dition, financially, industrially and politically. 
A candidate 
is wanted just now who will allay the party strife, and secure 
the united, harmonious and whole-souled support of all true 
republicans.

After the exchange of the 
usunl snlutntlons one of the officers 
brings In a tray on which are display­ 
ed jew els and golden ornaments stud­ 
ded 
with 
valuable stones, 
perhaps 
worth rr.0,000 ov more. The trayful of 
valuables Is supposed to he a present 
from the rajah to Ills visitor, and It is 
offered first to tho gentleman, who. In­ 
clining his head, touches the edge of 
the trny with the tips of his fingers, 
and It Is then passed over to the Indy, 
who Invariably accompanies the Brit­ 
ish officer, if he Is married, oil such oc­ 
casions. 
She follows the example of 
her husband, and the tray'and Us con­ 
tents nre then returned to tho jew el 
room. 
In lieu of the unaccepted jew els 
a long necklace of tinsel, of little value. 
Is placed around the neck of each, 
where It remains during their stay 
within the palace. 
There Is a very 
strict law against any British officer 
accepting u gift from a native prince. 
Even when a doctor may have per­ 
formed some serious operation upon a 
rajah, who, being grateful, w ishes to 
give—exclusive of a money fee, vary­ 
ing from £200 to £1,000, according to 
the operation performed—a present of 
a shaw l, golden cup or some sim ilar 
valuable, the doctor must obtain spe­ 
cial permission from the viceroy before 
be dare accept the present. 
If any 
officer accepts a gift of any value w ith ­ 
out such permission ho may Imve to 
resign. 
This rule was made because in 
the old days, when the East India com ­ 
pany governed India, an officer’s pick­ 
ings and the presents often extorted 
from 
the rajahs were worth much 
more to him than ills salary.—London 
Tit-Bits.

A m ad o r county comprises nn a re a of 
A4H sq u a re miles. 
It. lies on th e wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and em braces within its te rrito ry all 
the diversity of valley, foothill, nnd 
high mountainous lands. 
C lim a te.—Thu climate of tho p o p u ­ 
lous portions of the county is as gonial 
and h ealthful asean be found anywhere, 
in California. 
As climate Is one of tho 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population, A m ad o r 
stands second to no county in th is re ­ 
gal'd. 
I t should, and no doubt will in 
time, w hen its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood an d a p ­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in loss favored states, 
but for th o residents of other p a rts of 
California. T he temperature alone the 
ce n tral portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above zero in winter, an d as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in th e su m ­ 
mer.

indication th a t tho pay-ore extends to 
a m uch greater depth. 
Since th o dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has c o n trib ­ 
uted fully $100,000000' to the w o rld ’s 
supply of the precious metal.

mines are still yielding at tho ra te of 
about two million dollars annually.

th e m o th e r lode, but also in the alm ost 
un touched mineralized country of the 
east belt, some tenor twelve miles from 
the m a in lode.

BRYAN IN THE LEAD. 


The prejudice of the San Francisco press toward its public 


utility corporations is amazing. 
The persistent knocking of 


these companies is anything but a favorable 
omen 
for the 


city. 
San Francisco will continue to grow, in spite of tin's 


insane 
warfare against the big enterprises 
which are vitally 


wrapped up in its upbuilding. 
That this handicap 
retards 


its progress is beyond question. 
The Call is especially hurt- 


fulin this direction. 
Any proposition 
advanced 
for placing 


the Spring Valley Water Company or the United Railroads 
on a better footing with the public is jumped upon as detri- 
mental to the city. The arguments advanced 
to impress this 


view upon the people are transparent 
sophistry, nevertheless 


they have au effect. 
Recently, the Spring Valley company 
—involved in a legal war for the last six years 
against 
rates 


oppressively low—proposed 
a basis of increase that would en- 


able the company to undertake 
certain 
essen- 


tial to the warding offof a water famine, aud also pay a small 
dividend to the stockholders. 
This was 
preposterous, 
accor- 


ding to the yellow press. It was asking the public to furnish 
money for improvements, 
and paj' interest on itbesides. 
If 


such were 
the 
naked truth there would be nothing so very 


shocking about it. Every successful business 
is built up in 


just that way. 
The customers 
furnish the 
funds 
to extend 


the business, 
and pay iuterest on the increased 
investment. 


A man would be foolish 
to embark 
in business with any 


other prospect in view. It would mean that, in order to keep 
pace with his business he would have to be everlastingly dig- 
ging up money from a source 
altogether 
apart 
from the 


profits derived from his business. 
In other words the profits 


would be held at such a low point that provision for branch- 


1 


ing out would be out of the question. 
Such a policy carried 


to its logical issue would strangle 
any legitimate 
enterprise. 


No doubt wiser counsels willultimately prevail as 
the out- 


come of the years of friction, enabling 
the 
corporations 
to 


develop their properties, and 
at 
the same 
time treat 
their 


patrons and stockholders justly.

is almost impossible 
to figure out a majority for their ticket 


on any reasonable 
basis. 
The republicans, however, are not 


so dependent 
upon the vote of that state. 
The action of the 


New York democrats is not to be taken 
as 
a slap 
at the 


aspirations of the Nebraskan 
candidate. 
It does 
not imply- 


that the delegates 
are emphatically opposed 
to Bryan. 
They 


simply meant to go unpledged; 
free to act as their judgment 


may dictate when confronted with the circumstances 
develop- 


ed when the nominating body meets. 
After all, Bryan has 


by far the best show 
to capture 
the prize, notwithstanding 


his double defeat. 
His hold upon the masses 
of the part}' 


is unbroken. 
Plis theories 
of government 
are unpopular, 


and perhaps impracticable, but his magnetism 
is umimpair- 


ed. 
Between now and convention time things may change 


but the outlook 
is favorable 
for Bryan 
for 
a third-time
